MANUEL DRIVEN 
OUT OF ENGLAND 


j Ex-King of Portugal Plots 
to Regain Throne in Do­ 
ver, and Is Asked to 
Leave 


U. S. MONEY 
FOR

Manuel’s Attempt to Seize 
Throne to Be Financed 
by American Heiress, 
Now a Princess 


LOXDOX, Feb. 2.— Deposed from 
his throne because he was too busy 
entertaining Gaby Deslys to oppose 
the republican movement, ex-King 
Manuel of Portugal, now faces ex­ 
ile from Great Britain. A wave of 
popular indignation that the exiled 
inlier should have taken advantage 
[of his refuge here to plot the down- 
fall of ’he now recognized govern­ 
ment of Portugal has set in, and the 
foreign office is expected to act. 
The intimation has teen conveyed 
to Manual that the sooner he levies 
England, the better satisfied the Brit­ 
ish government will be. The admis- 
jsion that Manuel and Don Miguel of 
| Braganza, pretender to the Portu­ 
guese throne, not only met at Dover, 
but that the latter pledged support to 


j the deposed king in another effort 
j to regain the throne, was not only a 
| violation of neutrality, but is eon- 
! sidered a breach of faith on Man- 
i uel’s part. 
Advices from Lisbon say the Por­ 
tuguese government is already pre­ 
paring an indignant protest to Eng* 
I land against the Dover plot and it 
I will be necessary for the British gov­ 
ernment to officially 
disavow 
all 
knowledge of it. 
Manuel is expected to go to Paris 
j to continue his efforts. He is now 
believed to be financially able to go 
ahead with his plans, as Prince Mig­ 
uel. son of Dom Miguel, is reported 
to have arranged to loan the king up­ 
w ards of $20,000.00 from the private 
fortune of his wife, formerly Mise 
j Anita Stewart of New York. With 
this sum, Manuel may undertake a 
bold dash through Spanish territory 
and, if he succeeds in regaining the 
ascendency in Portugal it is under­ 
wood that he is to marry one of Dom 
Miguel’s daughters, In return for her 
money. Princess Anita is to be given 
a place in inner court circles by Man­ 
uel. 
It is considered certain here that 
King Alfonso has promised Manuel 
that no open attempt will be made 
to prevent his expedition crossing 
Spanish territory if news of its pres­ 
ence is kept 
from the Portuguese 
government.
